AN ACT Relating to the availability of construction aggregates used
in transportation and construction projects; and creating a new
section.

BE | T ENACTED BY THE LEG SLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHI NGTON:

NEW SECTION. Sec. 1. (1) The legislature finds that not all
m neral resources of |long-term conmercial significance can be used as
construction aggregates and not all regions of +the state have
sufficient supplies of construction aggregates. As a result, projects
may not be conpleted tinely, economcally, and with the quality of
aggregates necessary for long-termdurability.

(2)(a) A commttee is created to study the state's need for
aggregate as recognized under subsection (1) of this section. The
commttee is conprised of the foll ow ng:

(i) The state geol ogist, representing the departnent of natura
resources, who shall serve as chair;

(1i) Arepresentative of the association of general contractors;

(ti1) Arepresentative of the governor;

(iv) A representative of the Washington chapter of the Anmerican
public works associ ati on;
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(v) An operating engineer representing the building and trades
counci | ;

(vi) A representative of the aggregate and concrete associ ation;
and

(vii) Representatives fromthree counties, including a county from
east of the crest of the Cascade nountains, a highly urbanized county
with aggregate supplies and affiliated industries within its urban
area, and a rural county wth aggregate supplies and affiliated
industries within its agricultural, forested, or other rural areas.

(b) The comm ttee shall

(1) Determne whether the goals and requirements under chapter
36.70A RCW are being net wth regard to the identification
desi gnation, and supply of aggregate necessary to neet the twenty-year
conprehensive plans and whether sufficient quality and quantity of
aggregate is available to neet the transportation elenents of the
departnent of transportation, county, city, or nunicipal projects, and
private projects;

(1i) Determ ne whether environnmental review procedures allow the
efficient processing of perm t applications wthout reduci ng
environnmental protection and w thout underm ning the expectation that
a successful project will receive a permt in a tinely manner;

(ti1) Ensure the state has conpetitive and efficient industries by
evaluating and identifying areas of redundant, duplicative, and costly
regul ations and suggesting renedies to elimnate those inefficient
i npedi nent s;

(1v) Consider howthe aggregate and affiliated industries should be
regul ated; and

(v) No later than Decenber 15, 2003, prepare and submt to the
| egislature its findings and any | egi sl ation necessary.

(3) The departnent of transportation and the departnent of
comunity, trade, and econom c devel opnent shall provide technical and
staff support fromexisting staff.
